Deaf, but not dumb.—The AbbeJamet, director of 
the Hospital of Bon Sauveur, lately exhibited at the j 
Academy of Caen, a deaf youth, whom he has so suc­ 
cessfully tutored, as to render him capablo of speaking 
with tolerable correctness. 
Many members of the 
Academy addressed the youth through the medium of 
his learned instrftcter, and put questions to him regard­ 
ing his age and the course of his studies, all of which he 
answered without the least hesitation. 
The tone of his 
voice had a most striking, not to say unnatural, effect, 
and would have seemed to issue from an automaton, 
but for the motion of his chest, and the play of the or­ 
gans of articulation. 
M. Jamet entered into some de­ 
tails explanatory of the manner in which this extraor­ 
dinary result had been attained. 
His practice was first 
to draw on a paper a mouth, and trace out the tongue 
in all the necessary positions for the omission of differ­ 
ent sounds. 
Many of these, and especially the nasal 
sounds, he had great difficulty in teaching his pupil.

took him six montlis to master the liquid I's, aud it is 
observable that this is the sound he pronounces with the 
least distinctness.

He is the nephew of Cardinal Lafture, 
is 18 years of age, and has a countenance expressive of 
much intelligence.

That Act says, “ that if any person shall wUfully blas­

nieimt, m framing the Hocond Article of the Bill ¿f 
Rights, to extinguish tlie fires of religious persecution 
whuh liad so bug and so cruelly blazed, to the dis­ 
grace of our ancestors, ot the State, and of humanity. 
'I'his Act was designed to light them up anew. 
The laiitor of the Mercantile Jouriuil seems to think 
tlud the Jury was bound to follow the opinion of the 
Court on the question of law.

difierent opinion—these are his words—“ At the same 
time, gentlemen, I am bound frankly to state, that the

Alike uufortuiiule, in iny opinion, was the learm‘d 
Judge in fjuoting ib«* oidinances oftho piiritans and 
the colony laws, lo prove the constitutionality of the 
Act of July .3, 1782. 
The clause in the Second Ar­ 
ticle oftho Bill of Rights, a law enacted by the people, 
above and beyond the reach of the legLslature, which 
says that no one shall be moleste«! for his religious sen­ 
timents Ok* professions, in my opinion, was made for the 
purpo.se of cutting off, and did cut off, entirely and for­ 
ever, the force and validity of all those acts against re­ 
ligious opmions, which stained the statute books of the 
puritans, outraged humanity, and disgraced their age. 
It not only cut off the force of those laws, but it in- 
hibittal the li^klature and tlie judiciary too, from en­ 
acting, either by statute or construction, any more like 
them. 


It is a matter of regret that the Bench, nm i\the Bur, 
and the Pulpit, are so fur in the rear of tlie Spirit of the 
age. 
The times are liberalised—the people value 
works, not faith—they scan acts, and care little for pro­ 
fessions. The tttit oath, that great nursery of hypocrites 
— that odious shackle np«in the rights of all but iVotes- 
taiit Christians, crumbled beneath popular dislike ; and 
when the Constitution was amended in 
1820, it was 
exiHinged. 
All citizens now, whether Christian or 
Jew, Turk or Pagan, Deist or Athiest, are placed upon 
a par in their civil rights, as they were before, equally 
protected by the Second Article, from persecution for 
tlieir religious opinions. 
More recently the w hole sys­ 


tem of a compulsory support of religious worship has 
sunk before the liberal spirit of the age. 
These are 
admonitions, among numerous others that we might 
cite, that the public sentiment of the present «lay will not 
sanction civil interference in matters of religious opin-
